The Couucil investigation into the recent clash with 
the police was brought to a close last night. There was 
one feature of this inquiry which reflects on the students 
and that is the fact that no evidence could be secured 
as to those men who threw the eggs which started the 
disturbance. This was largely due to the fact that most 
of the men were of the first year and hence quite unfa- 
miliar with one another. 

The students started the disturbance on St. Cather- 
ine Street West and suffered in consequence. According 
to the great bulk of the evidence, the uudergrduates 
were clearly to blame at the start of the occurrence. 
This fact can n%t be passed over in silence. We offended 
against the laws of the laud and as a result we suffered. 

On the other hand the police were apparently totally 
to blame in the matter of the charge of the patrol wag- 
on through the ranks of the students on McGill College 
Avenue. Fortunately this charge iujured no one serious- 
ly. There is small difference sometimes between a minor 
injury and a fatal one and it would seem that the police 
were not too particular as to which they inflicted. 

To-morrow should we win the football game let us 
show the citizens of Montreal that the undergraduates 
of McGill appreciate the difference between enthusiasm 
and a mischievous desire to cause trouble. Let us com- 
fort ourselves in such a way that no stigma may rest 
either on the student body or the fame of our Alma 
Mater. The disturbance last Saturday showed that 
nothing further aloug the lines of schoolboy frolics can 
be tolerated and that there is a time and a place for all 
filings. The streets of Montreal are no fit place and the 
college session is not the time for the throwing of mis- 
siles and the playing of foolish pranks.
